Washington, Mar. 3 CAP). — Con­ 
gress received a $526,555,438 naval 
appropriation bill Tuesday and a 
suggestion from the navy's ranking 
officer that funds for two additional 
battleships probably would be re­ 
quested in 1939. 
The bill was sent to the house 
floor by the house appropriations 
committee. The measure, supplying 
money for the navy and its ship and 
airplane building activities for the 
fiscal year beginning next July I, 
falls $1,547,104 short of this year's ( 
appropriation, which set a peace­ 
time record. 
Two New Battleships in View 
In hearings on the bill, made 
public when the committee appro -od 
the bill today. Admiral William D. 
Leahy, chief of naval operations, as­ 
serted: 
“It is the present desire of the 
navy department to economize on 
expenditures for modernization of 
battleships insofar as is practicable, 
with the purpose of obtainng re­ 
placements for average battleships. 
“Funds are now available for two 
replacement battleships, and it is ex­ 
pected that in 1939 funds for the 
commencement of two more will be 
requested ” 
Leahy said the following were the 
outstanding deficiencies in existing 
battleships: 
Obsolete anti-aircraft batteries and 
insufficient elevation of turret guns 
in the New York and Texas. 
Obsolete main propelling machinery 
in the Oklahoma, New York and 
Texas. 
Need for modernized fire control and 
propelling 
machinery, 
increased 
annor protection and installation 
of “blisters'' on the California. 
Tennessee, 
Colorado. 
Maryland 
and West Virginia. 
The admiral said there was a 
pressing need for seaplane tenders 
and that the aircraft carriers Lex­ 
ington and Saratoga needed partial 
modernization.

Rebels Reported 
Cut Off iii Advance 


Several Hundred Surrounded After 
Drive 
Southeast 
of 
Madrid.

Madrid, March 3 <AP). — Seven 
hundred. insurgent troops were re­ 
ported surrounded and in imminent 
danger of capture Tuesday night 
southeast of Madrid. 
Government soldiers said the in­ 
surgents had attempted to advance 
“too far” on the Jahama front and 
their supplies were cut off. 
A 
violent insurgent attack was 
launched against government lines 
southeast of Madrid but was re­ 
pulsed with heavy enemy losses said 
a government communique. 
The assault was begun on posit­ 
ions--near Morata De? Tajuna in the 
Jarama sector, at Perales Del Rio 
and a point south of Vallecas, which 
is ten miles southeast of the capital. 
Enemy tanks approached the gov­ 
ernment lines, pouring heavy m a­ 
chinegun 
fire into the defending 
trenches. 
But 
the 
government 
troops counter-attacked and drove 
the insurgents back. 
Tire battle was especially bitter 
between Pinzarroa hill, from which 
insurgent guns have swept the Ma- 
dri-Valencia highway, and Morata 
De Tajuna. 
The insurgents were 
trying to reach the latter town, but 
were beaten back. 
Shells crushed into buildings on 
one of Madrid’s principal plazas as 
insurgent and government artillery­ 
men exchanged fire for more than 
an hour. 
In the south, crack government 
fighters were reported to have with­ 
stood attacks by insurgents at the 
town of Guaichos, directly east of 
Motril.

POPE EXAMINES 
QUEEN'S TOKEN 


Pontiff to Bless Golden Rose 
He Will Confer on Queen 
Of Italy. 


Vatican City, March 3 
(APL— 
Pope Pius Tuesday examined the 
golden rase he intends to bless Sun­ 
day and give to Queen Elena os a 
tribute to her conduct aa queen, 
wife and mother. 
Elena will be the first Italian 
queen to receive the gift, which 
represents the highest mark of pon­ 
tifical esteem. 
The rose—in reality it is a cluster 
of them—was handed to the pontiff 
by the vatican sculptor and engrav­ 
er, Prof. Aurelio Mistruzzi. 
Only two other persons have re­ 
ceived the rose from Pius Queen 
Mother Elizabeth of Belgium and 
former Queen Victoria of Spain. 
Vatican sources said the Holy 
Father planned to bestow his Easter 
blessing from the balcony of Bt. 
Peter’s Cathedral in accordance with 
his old custom. 
The Pope suspended it last year 
because of poor health, but his im­ 
provement from his present illnesses 
iias encouraged him to renew the 
I custom.
